PREE COINAGE AT 16 70 1 DEMANDED 


Cleveland’s Faction Defeated at Ev- 
ery Point from Start to Finish. 
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STRONG RESOLUTIONS ARE ADOPTED 


The Single Gold Standard Has Caused a 
Depreciation of Prices-The Peo- 
ple Are for Silver. 


Pertle Springs, Mo., August 6.—At 12:30 
o'clock p. m. the democratic state conven- 
tion was called to order by Vice Chairman 
John H. Carroll. He stated tne purposes 
of the convention and introduced Hon. 
Richard P. Bland as temporary chairman. 
Mr. Bland began on a speech which lasted 
put a few minutes. He stated that it was 
the desire of the delegates that the gtate 
committee should be enlarged and he hoped 
that this enlargement would be made in 
such a way as to leave no bitter feeling or 
disappointed hopes, 

After the usual committees had been se- 
lected the convention took a recess until 
2 o'clock p. m. 

The committee on resolutions sprang a 
surprise by electing as their chairman 
Congressman De Armond, of Bates county, 
and they immediately began their labors. 

The committee on permanent organiza- 
tion décided upon Hon. R. P. Biand for 
permanent chairman. 

The convention reassembled at 2 o’clock 
and the temporary organization was made 
permanent. It was recommended that the 

‘sent state cot be. entery 
the addition of one commiitteeman from 
@ach congressional district and by the elec- 
tion by the convention of four committee- 
men at large, making the total committee 
thirty-four, instead of fifteen, as at pres- 
ent constituted. The proposition was car- 


ried. 
The Resolutions Receivad. 


The resolutions committee’s report Was 
received at 4:3 -o’clock p. m., and Was 
Tread and adopted. The preamble and res-

and gold together as the money metals of

“The first coinage bill passed by congress 
under the constitution made the silver 
dollar the unit of value and admitted gold

“From the beginning of the government, 
following a policy formulated by Thomas 
Jefferson and firmly established by Jack- 
Son, the democratic party has been the

he act of 1873 demonetizing silver was 
surreptitiously passed, without the approv- 
al or knowledge of the American people,

The convention sent telegrams of greet- 
ing to the democratic conventions in Iowa, 
Texas and Mississ.ppi and took a recess 
until tonight. 

The work of the convention Was practt. 
cally ended when the committeemen were 
elected, but it was the des:re of the dele- 
gates that a night session be held in or- 
der that they might listen to. asllver 
speeches from Senator Cockrell. Governor 
Stone was urged to make a speech, but de- 
clined on account of fat.gue. 

The most interesting part of the proceed. 
ings todays was the fight over the plat- 
form in the meeting of the committee on 
resolutions. Several membDers Were .n fa- 
vor of a resolution requesting the resigna- 
tion of Chairman Maffitt and other golu- 
bug members of the committee. Others 
argued in favor of a resolution providing 
for the election of the chairman of the 
committee by the state convention, A few 
desirous of adopting resolutions cen- 
the committee for its alleged an- 
tipathy towards the convention and some 
wanted resolutions éndorsing Miand for 
president and Stone for Un.ted States sena- 
tor to succeed Senator Vest.

avoid display compelled him to decline the 
honor. : 

Hon. John E. Russell was a caller at 
Gray Gables this afternoon.

Cleveland and her mother.

A Great Convention Held and Free 
Coinage Demanded. 


Fort Worth, Tex., August 6.—The state 
democratic free silver convention Was 
called to order at noon today and the at- 
tendance was a considerable surprise to 
those who had predicted a smali turnoyt. 
About 1,000 delegates were pfésent when 
Hon. A. C. Owsley, of Denton, called for 
order. Hon. Bryan T. Barry, of Dallas, 
was made temporary chairman and Bryan 
Drew, of Kaufman, and W. 8. Sergeant, of 
Hunt, were elected temporary secretaries. 

Committees were appointed on resolu- 
tions, permanent organization and basis 
of representation. Ex-Senator Reagan 
was invited to address the convention in 
the afternoon. 

The sensation of the forenoon session 
was created by a motion that a complete 
list of the delegates be made out in order 
to give the lie to those newspapers that 
had been saying and would continue to say 
that the free silver conventions were made 
up chiefly of republicans, negroes and pop- 
ulists, with a slight sprinkling of demo- 
crats. The afternoon session was almost 
entirely taken up with speech-making, ex-

of the day. 
The committees on resolutions and plat- 


form could not come fo an agreement, but 
the committee on organization reported 
the following officers: 

Chairman, J. W. Bailey, of Cook; secre- 
taries, Bailey, Lanham and Crane, who 
made speeches, which were received with 
vociferous enthusiasm. Letters were read 
from Senators Morgan, of Alabama, and 
Jones, of Arkansas, and a telegram from 
Richard P. Bland, chairman of the dem- 
ocratic state silver convention of Missouri, 
in session at Pertle Springs. The. conven- 
tion then adjourned until 6:30 o'clock p. m. 

At the night session resolutions were 
passed declaring in favor of free coinage 
of silver at 16 to 1, independent of inter- 
national agreement, and cpndemning the 


) financial policy of the present administra-

They Will Hold a Convention Today— 
Bimetallists Very Strong. 
Marshallton, Ila. August 6--The state 
democratic convention to be held here to- 
morrow, will be a large affair. The cuckoo 
organs have been deluding themselve about 
engeth of the silver men. 
ras ae is for the hottest sort of a 
fight over the financial question in the 
democratic state convention which begins 
tomorrow. The free silver element . devel- 
oped unexpected strength this afternoon. 
The leaders demand a free coinage plank 
and will not talk of compromise. ‘The gold 
standard men have given up hope of Kkeep- 
ing the contest out of the convention and 
both sides are waiting for the final test of 
strength. The free coinage délégates who 
were here held a caucus this. afternoon. 
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the president-of the expos'tion society, told 
me to go ahead and do what I could. .I 
visited Par's, “Brussels, ‘Berlin, . Rome, 
Madrid, and in fact every capital of 
Europe. At first people were inclimted to 
laugh at,me and. ask where Atlanta was. I 
explained to them the possibilities of such 
ah exposition and I found that they listen- 
ed to me. No official support was given, 
fbut I find that the European governments 
were glad to lend me their moral support. 
The French minister of foreign affa'rs ad- 
vértised the exposition in all the official 
papers. The Italian minister of foreign 
affairs did more. He secured a reduction 
of 50 per cent on all railroads for the 
transportation of exhibits. I was so suc- 
cessful in my work that I appointed a 
special agent who was to act as my per- 
sonal representative in each European 
capital. 

“IT found that there still ling@red a feel- 
ing of resentment against the United States 
over fhe Chicago exposition. They say 
that they sent goods to Chicago at a great 
expense, received awards and when they 
went to get them they were unable to get 
anything. Some argument, therefore, was 
necessary. I had one-half of the manufac 
tures building to fil. I have succeeded 
in’ this and not only filled, but placed 
ereditable exhibits in it. Every foreign 
country, with a few exceptions, will’ be 
represented. The ‘exh‘bits at this expos:- 
tion will simply be a miniature edition of 
the great international exposition heid at 
Chicago two years hgo.” 

Horseless Carriages. 

The New York commission of the Cotton 
States and International exposition is se- 
curing many unusual exhibits. The latest 
exhibit talked of is that of horseless car- 
riages. These self-propelled carriages havé 
aroused great interest in Europe and it is 
thought that they would attract much at- 
tention in this country. The agent 
of the company ‘manufacturing these 
carriages has been conferred with and the 
president of the society has. assured him 
that he can have the privilege of the 
grounds for the use of his exhibit. It is 
probable that six of these vehicles will be 
geen at the exposition. 

Colonel I. W. Avery, commissioner gen- 
eral of the exposition, called upon J. M, 
Swann, one of the New York commission- 
ens, today. Colonel Avery has just re- 
turned from a trip through Central Amerti- 
ca and Mex'‘co. He finds these countries 
heartily in favor of making lavish exhibits 
and he says the exhibits of the American 
republics wll be among the most etrixing 
features of the exposition. The commiss.on 
has secured a statement of rates from the 
railroad companies for the transportation 
of exhibits. The following letter has been 
received concerning rates: 

“The Freight Traffic Association of this 
country, of which the leading transporta- 
tion l.nes are members, have adopted a 
tariff of full rates on the forward journey 
(no charge to be less than 400 pounds at less 
rates applicable therefore, nor less than 2 
cents), granting free return of exhibits, 
provided ownership remains unchanged. 
The freight arrangement indicated above 
does not apply to horses or other fancy 
ahimals, the freight of which has not been 
definitely determ:ned, but on which the 
exhibitor will be advised by special circu- 
lar to be issued later.”’ 


WILD WEST IN A STORM. 


Indians Stop a Stampede—The People 
Badly Frightened. 

Oswego, N. Y., August 6.—While Buffalo 
Bill's Wild West show was giving a per- 
formance here before 12,000 people this af- 
ternoon a terrible wind and rain storm 
struck the town. The immense tent was 
blown to tatters and many of the men 
were injured. The horses with the show 
were stampeded. Following this the east 
half of the canvas covering the. grand 
stand was blown away and the 6,000 people

WANT TO SEE “OLD LIBERTY.” 


North Carolinians Think the Bell 
Should Pass Their Way. " 
Charlotte, N. C., August 6.—United States 
Senator Marion Butler in a communication 
to The Observer regrets that the liberty 
bell should be sent around by Tennessee on 
its way to Atlanta: and not pass threugh 
North Carolina, a state in which the first 
battle of the revolution, Moore’s Creek, 
and one of the most decisive ones, Guil- 
‘ford courthouse, were fought. Guilford 
courthouse is a few miles from Greensboro 
and the bell, if sent through North Caroli- 
na, would pass there as it would Char- 
lotte, where the Meeklenburg declaration 
. of independence was signed, May 20, 1775, 
and also King’s Mountain, in sight of the 
place where Ferguson was defeated. Sena- 
tor Butler mentions these facts and urges 
that the bell’s itinerary be changed so 
that it shall pass through this state. 


MASSACRE OF THE MISSIONARIES, 


Said To Be the Werk of the Society 
Known as Ko Lai. 

London, August 6.—Dr. Taylor, a mis- 
sionary who has just returned from the 
district in China where the outrages have 
been committed, said in an interview that 
all the trouble had been caused by the se- 
cret society Ko Lai, which has increased 
in, strength tremendously since the war. 

@ society, Dr. Taylor states, was estab- 
lished with the object of overturning the 
dynasty. It threatens and maltreats Chi- 
namen who are not included in its mem- 
bership, but is especially inimicable to for- 
eigners. The government has been in- 
formed of its practices, but has done 
nothing, partly because Foo Choo hates 
foreigners. 

Dr. Taylor paid a high tribute to Amer- 
ican Consul Hixén, at Foo Choo, and ex- 
presses the opiriion that the escape of the 
Americans at Kucheng was due to his 
energetic action and to his having always 
proclaimed that if Americags suffered out- 
rage those responsible for the crime would 
be punished in others ways than paying 
damages. It is possible, Dr. Taylor thinks, 
that the victims of the Chinese were stay- 
ing in the Kucheng district against the 
advice of the British consul.

The foreign 
colony at Foo-Chow will hold an indignation 
meeting this evening and protest against 
the commission of outrages upon foreigners, 
and demand protection from the author- 
ities. A similar meeting will be held to- 
morrow in Hong Kong. 

Demands of Great Britain. 


London, August 6.—A dispatch has been 
sent from the foreign office to Mr. O’Con- 
nor,*British minister at Peking, instructing 
him to demand of the government of China 
that it secure the safety of British subjects 
residing in that country. Mr. O’Connor 
has also been instructed to demand a full 
inquiry into the recent massacres at Ku- 
cheng and the punishment of those found 
to be guilty of the crimes. 

In addition to the instruction sent to Mr. 
O’Connor, her majesty’s consul at Ku- 
cheng has been ordered to make an inde- 
pendent inquiry into the massacres. 

The foreign office was advised this after- 
noon that the emperor and the government 
had agreed to the demands made by. Lord 
Salisbury, through Mr. O’Connor, and that 
an imperial proclamation had been issued 


' ordering the capital punishment of the 


murderers. A military escort has also been 
ordered to protect the British consul at 
Kucheng during his inquiry into the out- 
rages. 


LANE WILL BE LYNCHED 


If the Officers Are Not Very Vigilant. 
Lane Refuses To Talk. 

Versailles, Ky,, August 6.—This has been 
a day of excitement here. H. C. Roden- 
baugh is lying at death’s door on account 
of wounds inflicted on him by W. Newton 
Lane, of Lexington, yesterday. The court- 
rocm Was packed with friends of Roden- 
baugh this afternoon to hear the testi- 
mony before the coroner. The jury render- 
ed a verdict that James Rodenbaugh came 
to his death at the hands of W. N, Lane, 
without just cause. 

Immediatély after the verdict County 
Judge L. H. Paris issued an order to the 
eheriff to send Lane to the Lexington jail, 
owing to the danger of lynching, and two 
deputies tusk him to Lexington in a car- 
riage. Lane refuses to make any state- 
ment, showing a cvitusion on the fore- 
head and one on the check, which he says 
Rodenbaugh, Sr., made. Lane was not 
shot, as reported last nizht. 

Desha Breckinridge, son of Colonel W..C. 
P. Breckinridge, was with Lane today. 
Many people condemn Colonel Breckinridge 
for agreeing to defend Lane, while others 
uphold him. An attempt at lynching may 
be made before morning.

BLACKS ON TAR RUN 


Italians Drive Them from Spring Yalley, 
Destroying Their Property. 


WOMEN BADLY TREATED BY MINERS 


The Italian Mayor Does Not Inter- 
fere with the Mob. 


THE NEGROES ARE GETTING GUNS 


When They Are Armed They Intend To 
Return—Members Ot Their Race in 
Chicago Hold a Meeting- 


Princeton, Ill., August 6.—The Italian min- 
ers of Spring Valley made an attempt to 
carry out their resolution of yesterday to 
expel all the colored people remaining in 
the city, and the result was one of the most 
disgraceful outrages ever perpetrated in 
Bureau county. It was done under protec- 
tion of.the mayor and policemen. Innocent 
women and children were uriven fru. car. 
homes and insulted and their trunks and 
belongings dragged about and despoiled. 

The affair outside of Spring Vailey has 
created a sensation and the aews spread 
rapidly. Condemnation of the proceedings 
is coming from every quarter. The “loca- 
tion” presented a dismal scene curing the 
latter part of the day. Wagons were hurry- 
ing about, gathering up household gcocs 
and carrying them off.on all the principal 
highways. 

During part of the tifme, Martin Delr.argo, 
the Italian mayor, accompanied by scveral 
Italian members of the police, were on the 
grounds watching the proceedings. Mayor 
Delmargo said he waa there to see that 
the negroes got away peaccably, but if this 
was his purpose he did nut accomplish what 
he went for. 

Governor Altgeld has interested himself in 
this matter. In the afternoon Sheriff Clark, 
of Princeton, received a message from the 
governor,’ asking for infe@#mation on the 
subject. He wished to know what was be- 
ing done by the officers of the law. Sheriff 
Clark replied giving a brief history of the 
events, being substantially in acorijance 
with the United Press reports. He also 


said the authorities in Srring Valley were | 


doing nothing and that he had never been 
called upon by the maycr for assistance.

scene was witnessed in every part of the 


city where the negroes lived or had taken 
refuge. oes : 
train on the Streator and 
gers saw a lot of negro refugees, who had 
been waiting anxiously for the train for a 
few mihutes, board the cars like a lot of 
wild animals in fear of their pursuers. 
Among them was a woman fifty years old 
accompanied by three little children, who 
were terrorize almost into insanity. She 
said she and the children had bcen abused 


and chased to the depot by a mob of Ital- 


ians, who had threatened to take her life 
every minute. 
Aided the Old Woman. 

Supervisor Pickett, of Hall township, gave 
all negroes who would leave the city an 
order on the county treasurer for the 
price of a ticket to Chicago. The old wo- 
man had received her ticket, but when the 
train pulled out of the depot she was suffer- 
ing to such’ an extent that she tore up the 
jticket unconsciously. Her baggage was 
strewn about the depot platform unchecked. 
The passengers on the train were so touch- 
ed with pity for her that they raised a 
fund of over $%, with which she paid her 
fare to Chicago, where she said friends re- 
sided. Her husband was amoung the num- 
ber who were chased out of Spring Valley 
during the assault of the Italians last Sun- 
day, and he its yet among the six who are 
missing. Even if he is alive, she fears 
it will be some months before the family, 
which is now separated into three groups, 
and the whereabouts of each unknown 
to the other, are reunited. 

The passenger train had just git cut cf 
Spring Valley when the engineer saw a 
colored girl twenty-two years old coming 
out of the woods and running toward the 
train. The engineer stopped at once and 
took on the girl, who had been chased by 
several Italians. It was some time before 
ske could compose herself to reiaie her 
story. She said that a crippled relative hed 
started from home. with her, but that re 
had been shot in the shoulder and, as he 
could not move fast, had been left behind 
by her. The girl was permitted to iide to 
Chicago on a township order she held. 

The indications are that the strike of 
the miners at Spring Valley will be con- 
tinued for some time. The miners, 
are under the control of the Italians, held 
a secret meeting today, at’ which ‘it was 
determined to remain out until the Spring 
Valley Coal Company will give assurances 
that they will not in the future give em- 
ployMent to negroes, which the company 
refuses to do. 

Aside from the outrage in driving the 
negroes from town this afternoun and the 
stopping of men from working in tigé shafts 
this morning, everything has been quiet on 
the surface in the town today. Several 
secret meetings of the alien miners have 
been held, but beyond deciding to continue 
the strike, little is known of their doings. 

_Chieago Negroes Beligerent. 

Chicago, August 6.—In response to a call 
to arms, addressed to the colored people 
of Chicago, over 200 negroes assembled at 
500 State street at 9 o’clock this morning. 
The call indicated an intent to send men 
and arms to aid the colored miners at 
Spring Valley in their war with the Italian 
miners. Two speeches counseling modera- 
tion and action within the law were made. 


One by a clergyman named Dickey was 
‘Vistened to respectfully but impatiently; 


another by a lawyer named Waters 
.nearly brought the latter to grief at the 
hands of a‘’suddenly organized mob. The

division entered Spring Valley; the passen- 
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attracted the attention of the Italian con 
sul here and he has called upon Mayos 
Swift to prevent the proposed expedition. 
The mayor replied that if the negroes wish- 
ed to go to Spring Valley he could not 
stop them, but he could prevent the gather- 
ing of mobs in the city and instructions 
were accordingly issued to the chief of 
police. The latter detailed a number of 
his men to watch the negro colony on the 
levee, He does not believe the expedition 
will materialize, 

The meeting practically went to pieces 
after the telegram had been sent tg the 
governor this morning and this afternoon 
only a dozen negroes were hanging around 
the hall, 


A CRANK AFTER DURANT. 


A Lunatic Makes Two Attempts Te 
Seize the Murderer. 

San Francisco, August 6.—A desperate at- 
tempt was made by a young man at noon 
today to assault Theodore Durant and but 
for the watchfulness of Chief Jailer Sat- 
tler, who had charge of Durant, he would 
no doubt have succeeded in‘his attempt. 
The young man, whose name was not 
learned, was evidently a lunatic and the 
deputies say he had all the appearance 
of being insane. He was first seen as 
Durant was being taken down the stairs 
from the courtroom to the sher‘ff’s office, 
The prisoner had but left the upper corri- 
dor and was on the upper staircase when 
Chief Jailer Sattler saw the young man 
make a rush as though to get past him. 
Sattler caught the fellow and threw him 
back at the same time ordering him to 
keep away. . 

The party reached the lower floor with- 
out further incident and were going along 
the corridor to the sheriff’s office when 
the young lunatic appeared again. He nad. 
sneaked around to a position from which 
he thought he could make a successful 
rush and then ran toward Durant. He had 
his right hand in his overcoat pocket as 
though on a weapon and. there was a wild. 
look in his eyes. He had nearly reached 
Durant when Sattler seized h'm. 

The young fellow made a desperate strug- 
gle, but was easily overpowered by the 
muscular jailer and thrown out of the 
corridor. In the excitement the officers for- 
got to search the would-be assailant and 
they do.not know whether or not he was 
armed. The incident did not occasion Du- 
rant any apparent alarm, but he realized 
when it was all over that he had been in 
danger. '

Abby Libbie Smith, William E. Wagner, 
Adolph Smith and Bidney Smith; the latter 
an engraver, and gon of Charles Smith, 
the noted bond and note forger. } 
Bradford, -ostensibly a dentist practicing 
in New York, was the head of the organi- 
zation, and he escaped for the time.

Congressmen Stallings and Clarke, of 
Alabama, Speak at Anniston, 


THE CROWD WITH THE BIMETALLIST 


Stallings Has the Audience with Him. 
The Ratio Between Silverites and 
Goldbugs Is 10 to 1. 


Anniston, Ala.. August 6.—Amnniston had 
nother great discussion of the financial 
Question today. 

This time Congressman Dick Clarke, of 
Mobile, and Congressman Jesse Stallings, 
bf Greenville, crossed oratorical swords. 

The debate was held in the Noble street 
theater and the audience was a large one, 
including leading citizens of the various 
communities of this and adjoining counties, 
Bhowing that the people of north Alabama 
mre greatly interested in the financial sit- 
uation and to get right upon the great 
question of the day are willing to ride 
Many miles to listen to a discussion of ii. 
(Many ladies were also present. 

Mr. Clarke, representing the gold side of 
the question, spoke first for an hour and a 
half. Mr. Stallings, championing the cause 
of the free coinage of silver, followed in an 
hour and forty-five minutes and Mr, Clarke 
closed in fifteen fhinutes. 

Dr. J. B. Kelly acted as Mr. Clarke's 
pponsor and introduced him. 

Mr. Clarke opened by stating that in the 
democratic party alone was the matter of 
financial legislation now a leading question. 
He urged that it be settled within the 
party and pleaded that democrats stick to 
the party, no matter what decision was 
reached by the majority of the party. 
Nearly all men are bimetallists, he claimed, 
but many differ as to the definition or in 
what it consists. Bimetallism means the 
actual circulation of gold and silver upon 
@ practical and theoretical parity. He said: 

“I am a bimetallist, If the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 will bring about 
and maintain an actual parity, then you 
can’t give it to me teo quickly.”’ 

Mr. Stallings and he -disagreed in their 
belief as to the results which would be 
brought about by the free coinage at a ratio 
of 16 to 1 and he would try to prove that he 
was right. Mr. Clarke then proceeded with 
his address, making ‘a very pretty argu- 
ment in the advocacy of his side of the 
question. There was some applause but not 
much. It was noticeable that not once dur- 
ing Mr. Clarke’s speech. did he mention the 
name of President Cleveland and Secretary 
Carlisle. 

Mr. Stallings was introduced by Mr, John 
5. Mooring, a rock-ribbed democrat who, 
though president of a national bank, is 
e friend of silver. Mr, Mooring stated that 
mo question now before the people meant 80 
much to them as the one now under dis- 
cussion. 
The Old Democratic Faith. 

Mr. Stallings said he came to preach no 
mew doctrine. The other fellow wes the 
man who did that. He belonged to the old 
school of democracy, not the new Sherman 
kind. The democratic platform ever since 
the organization of the party had declared 
for free coinage of silver, and the one 
adopted in 1892 contained the same plank. 
We Alabama democrats, every one of us, 
told the people that it meant free coinage, 
but since the election a few of them say 
it means something else. Mr. Stallings 
begged that the democrats would settle 
this matter among themselves. Because 
Some democrats went wrong was no red- 
Son why the principles of the party were 
wrong and no reagon why the house of | 
démocracy should be destroyed. If you 
want the free coinage of silver work for 
it and you will get it. Mr. Stallings de- 
clared, and backed up his statement by il- 
lustrative proof, that bimetallism meant 
prosperity and the gold standard ruin for 
the masses. He cited the history of the 
United States for the last hundred years 
as further evidence. 

He paid many corrpliments to Mr. Clarke, 
who, he said, was not far wrong because 
he had not been wrong long enough to get 
very far. Mr. Stallings’s speech was 
punctuated throughout with enthusiastic 
applause, and when he sat down the audi- 
ence applauded him vigorously. The 
SpeeChes were entertaining and instructive. 
The debate was conducted upon thorough- 
Jy good humored and harmonious lines and 
nothing unpleasant whatever. occurred. 

That the audience was overwhelmingly 
with Mr. Stallings and in favor of the free, 
unlimited and independent coinage of sil- 
ver was piainly seen. The ratio of free 
coinage to a.ti-free coinage men seemed to 
be about 3 to 1. Taking Anniston and Cal-

Alabama Has Picked Up Rapidly as a 
Manufacturing State. 
Birmingham, Ala., August 6.—(Special.)— 
Treasurer Bowron, of the Tennessee com- 
pany, has compiled an interesting state- 
ment of the distribution of pig iron by his 
company. He compares the year 1888 with 
the twelve months ending June 1, 18%. He 
shows that in 1888 Alabama occupied the 
seventh place among the states of the un- 
ion as a pig iron consumer. In that: year 
his company sold in Alabama for manu- 
facturing purposes 15,78 tons, while in the 
past twelve months Alabama has con- 
sumed 89,0564 tons. This shows the rapid 
advance of the manufacturing interests of 
this state. In the year 1888 Ohio, Missouri, 
New York, Kentucky, Michigan and Illi- 
nois took more pig iron than Alabama, but 
now only Ohio exceeds Alabama. In 1888 
Tennessee was eighth in importance as a 
consumer of pig iron, and now it is sev- 

enth.

SENDING OUT MORE GOLD. 


Two and a Half Millions To Be With- 
drawn This Week. 

Washington, August 6.—Treasury officials 
look for a withdrawal of about two and a 
half millions of gold this week. They have 
unofficial advices to the effect thai the large 
coffee umporting houses will make such a 
demand. The situation, however, occasions 
no uneasiness in Washington official c'rcles, 
nor in Wall street, as it is well understood 
that this withdrawal is in the course of le- 
gitimate business and not conducted by 
speculators. Just what the syndicate will 
do is a question upon which the treasury 
officials say they are not advised. If it’ sees 
fit to fill up the hole it will do so without 


consulting them. 

The gold reserve today stood at 104,539,079, 
but it is expected that by Saturday this will 
be reduced to $102,000,000. Some officials pre. 
fess to look upon this as a critical week for 
the treasury. Ordinarily at this season of 
the year gold begins to flow toward the 
United States, and it is believed that unless 
something now unforeseen intervenes im- 
ports of gold will seon begin and the sur- 
plus will be settled by the ordinary course 
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Sam B. Evans, of Ottumwa, presided. 

Radical addresses 
were made by Colonel C. H. Mackey, E.

Both speakers said the democratic party 
had better be dead than to longer remain 
untrue to the interests of the common 
people. 

The democrats intend to fight to make a 
free silver man for permanent chairman. 
A committee was appointed to get out the 
full free silver vote to report on the situ- 
ation at another caucus to be held early 
in the morning. 

E. N. Carr was selected to present the 
demands of’the silver element on the floor 
of the convention. They will not insist on 
a mention of the ratio of 16 to 1, but will 
accept nothing less than a declaration in 
favor of the restoration of silver to its po- 
sition prior to the demonetization act of 
1873. The gold leaaers, incluging J. J. Rich- 
ardson, member of the national commit- 
tee; Fletcher Howard, chairman of the 
state committee; H. Hunter, of Des 
Moines; Fred Lischer, of Davenport, and 
other well known party workers, also held 
@ caucus this afternoon. They selected a 
candidate to be supported by the single 
standard men with places on the com- 
mittee of resolutions, and so arranged for 
@ recognition of their organization. 
They canvassed their delegates and agreed 
that the following would be acceptable: 

Governor, W. I. Babb, of Mount Pleas- 
ant, if he will accept; lieutenant governor, 
William Croneg, of Council Bluffs; state 
superintendent, L. B. Parshall, of Mauquo- 
keta; railroad commissioner, C. E. Whit- 
ing or L. E. Bishop; supreme judge, T. G. 
Harper, L. L. Delano or 8S. B.. Hasner, all 
of whom are candidates. The silver men 
have not discussed candidates. They claim 
to be assured of the votes of 600 delegates: 
out of 1,063 in the convention. Their oppo- 
nents concede them 300. The convention 
will have Nathaniel French, of Davenport, 
a goldbug, for temporary. chatrman: Near- 
ly full delegations are promised.

STATING THE POINTS MADE 


In the Harvey-Heorr Argument 


Chicago. 

Chicago, August 6.—In accordance with 
the agreement entered into by the. silver 
and gold debaters—Messrs. Horr and Har- 
vey—governing their recent contest in this 
city, each was to prepare a recapitulaticn 
of the points ‘made in their respective ar- 
guments, not exceeding 2,500 words each, 
and to complete the same within a week 
f:om the close of the contest. This has 
been done and in substance the summary 
of Roswell G. Horr is as follows: 7 

“Mr. Harvey admits that the book is 
pure fiction. He repudiates its motto by 
declaring that it does not mean what it 
says. His statement that primary money 
only is the measure of value he has not 
even attempted to sustain, though his proof 
has been called for repeatedly. Mr. Har- 
vey next based his case upon the assump- 
tion that the law of 1873 was a crime and 
stated that it had its origin in fraud and 
its birth through bribery and corruption. 
Hie introduced no evidence in support of 
either proposition and he stands convicted 
of making every one of these charges with- 
out any ‘pfoof that would be received in 
any ordinary court of justice. If gongress 
was bribed to pass a bad Dill, then the bill 
must have first passed in pad shape. Now, 
if that be true, then there would be no 
need of a clerk to do the dirty work. If 
it was done by the enrolling clerk, then it 
follows that congress passed the bill as it 
ought to have been and consequently they 
could not have done what he says they were 
bribed to do, If congress passed the bill 
all right and the enrolling clerk enrolled it 
correctly, then the pribery could apply 
only to the members of the conference com- 
mittee. All these villainies are then aban- 
doned when he claims that the whole thing 
was accomplished by means of a ‘substitute 
bill.” He misled people t¥Y partial state- 
ments which led to false tonclusions when 
the whole statement would have been per- 
fectly clear to any one. The civilized world 
is clearly eon my side of the issue.” 

Mr. Harvey, in summarizing the debate, 
fays: 

“It settled the proposition that gold and 
silver are the money of the constitution, 
Mr. Horr did not -controvert tis. The sil- 
ver dollar was the unit of value in our 
coinage system fixed by’ the act of 179°. 
Mr. Horr admits this. Silver and gold 
were the measures of value of all other 
preperty until 1873 and the debtor had a 
right to pay in either metal. The act of 
1873 was surreptitiously passed. The prices 
of all property are now measured in gold 
alone and are substantially one-half which 
they would be under the bimetallic system. 
I have made good all the propositions set 
fcrth in my opening statement. Mr.’ Horr 
found no errors in my book except the 


statement that the silver coined prior to | 7 


1873 was $105,000,000 instead of $143,006,000.

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Various Plans Proposed To Limit Suffrage 
in South Carolina, 


THE WHITES MEAN TO CONTROL 


Senator Tillman Favors the Mississippi 
Plan -There WillBean Sducational and 
Perbaps a Property Qualification. 


Columbia, 8 C., August 6,—(Special.)— 
Governor Evans expresses the opinion that 
nearly one-half of the session*of the con- 
stitutional convention will be consumed in 
delibérating upon the suffrage question, 
and it daily grows more evident that this 
is to be the main problem for the conven- 
tion to settle. 

Senator Tillman has anmounced that he 
will advocate the Mississippi plan, with 
certain modifications. As he outlines his 
purpose it is to disfranchise as many ne- 
groes as possible; and not disfranchise 4 
single white man. He proposes to use the 
Mississippi plan, pure and simple, for the 
next five years, and after that time to en- 
force a strict educational qualification, but 
one not of great requirements. This plan 
seems to commend itself to Governor 
Evans, though he has not advocated it yet. 

Another plan that has been suggested by 
Professor John P. Kennedy, of Due West, 
is being favorably commented on, It pro- 
poses to give every man in the state who 
pays a poll tax one vote. Then to give 
every man, white ar colored, who pays 
taxes on $500 worth of property another 
yote. This provision, it is calculated, will 
overcome the 40,000 negro majority under 
universal suffrage, and give the white peo- 
ple a majority of about 20,000. It is also 
calculated that should three votes be given 
to every man that pays taxes on $1,000 
worth of property, the white majority 
would be increased to 60,000. The proposi- 
tion is, though, only to give two votes to 
those paying taxes on $500 worth of prop- 
erty, as it is feared that to extend the 
principle further would be to give the 
property owners too much control of the 
government. 

A third plan that has been made public 
by Mr. H. C. Patton, of Richland, is to 
pass an educational qualification, with @ 
small property qualification, with the pro- 
visiow that any one who has ever borne 
arms in defense of the state or of the 
United States, or the descend®nts of such 
should not Be i  disfranchised because 
‘of inability to fulfill the other condi- 
tions. It is thought that this plan would 
prevent. the disfranchisement of a single 
white man in the state, and would prac- 
tically destroy the negro majority forever. 

A careful canvass of the delegates nomi- 
nated in the recent primary shows that 
there will be forty-one members of the 
convention who were nominated strictly as 
conservatives, besides a number of others 
who might be put under the same heading, 
though they have generally been aligned 
with the reformers,

VICTORY FOR SOUTH CAROLINA 


In the Injunction Case Against the 
Registration Law. 

Richmond, Va., August 6.—In the United 
States circuit court here this" morning 
Judge Goff handed down a brief decision in 
the South Carolina registration case, dis- 
missing complainants’ bill for an injunc- 
tion. Only the attorneys in the case and 
a few others were present when the opin- 
ion was delivered. The court’s opinion is 
as follows: 

“When the.bill in this case was present- 
ed for m donsideration I deemed it my 
duty to give the complainant an opportu- 
nity to demonstrate that he was entitled, 


j as he claimed, to the relief he prayed for 


and to the jurisdiction of this court, in or- 
der to secure it. My views upon the ques- 
tions presented by this case were fully ex- 
pressed'in the opinion I filed in the case 
of Mills vs. Green. I have given the opin- 
ign filed in said cause by the circuit court 
of. appeals for this circuit for the May 
term, 188, and all the cases cited therein 
my careful consideration and thorough ex- 
amination, and I must be permitted to 
say, with all due respect, that Il am unable 
to find the reason or the Authority for and 
by which the injunction granted in that 
case was dissolved and the bill dismissed. 
I think that in the Miis case, as well as 
in this, the rights claimed by the respect- 
ive plaintiffs as citizens of the United 
States and of the state of South Carolina 
have a property value of the highest and 
most sacred character—of far greater val- 
ue and importance than have commodities, 
the values of which are measured by the 
number of pounds they weigh, or the num- 
ber of goods they contain. These rights, 
it is admitted, said plaintiffs are deprived 
of, but it is insisted that they have ade- 
quate remedies at law and that equity, 
therefore, cannot entertain their com- 
plaints. 

“I very much regret that the circuit 
court of appeals did not indicate the char- 
acter of the pong d at law alluded to in 
such opinion, and I also regret that I am 
unable, after. thorough investigation, to 
find it, I will not concede that it is proper 
to cose the doors‘of the courts of the Uni- 
ted Btates to their citizens who aré com- 
Dlaining that ..ey are deprived by the 
states of the rights and privileges guaran- 
teed to them by the constitution of 
United States,

COURT IN SPALDING. 


Judge Beck Orders the Commissioners 

Ruled for Contempt, 
Griffin, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)—Spalding 
superior court convened yesterday, Judge 
Beck presiding. His charge to the grand 
jury in regard to their duties was strong 
and explicit.

Resolutions Are Adopted Oeclaring That 
Clemeney in This Case Would 
Lead To Mob Law. 


Danville, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)—In re- 
sponse to a call previously made, a large 
assemblage of the people of Twiggs county 
gathering at the Danville academy to take 
some action in reference to the effort made 
in scme quarters of the state to secure the 
commutation of the sentence of Mrs, T. 
Elizabeth Nobles, the n.urderess, to life 
imprisonment. 

Hon. I. N. Maxwell was elected chairman 
of the meeting and Joseph C. Johnson, 
secretary. D. M. NMughes, 8S. W. Yopp, 
A. B. Coombs, F. 8S, Lee and W. R. Haynes 
were appointed a committee to direct and 
present resolutions for the consideration of 
the meeting. The commitfee made the 
following report, which was unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote: 


“Whereas, Mr. William Nobles, the mur- 
dered husband of the confessed murderess, 
Elizabeth Nobles, was a citizen of our 
county, loved and honored for his piety, 
amiability and uprightness. ° 

“Whereas &% has come to our knowledge 
that a concerted effort is being made in 
various parts of the state to procure a 
commutation of the sentence of Mrs. No- 
bles, recently sentenced to the death penal- 
ty for the murder of her husband, William 
Nobles, and 

“Whereas ‘this effort is being made by 
persons remote from this vicinity, unac- 
quainted with the horrid details of the 
crime, and as we have reasons to believe 
it is superinduced by a mawkish sentiment 
rather than a desire to promote-the ends of 
justice, and 

‘“‘Whereas, being residents of the vicinity 
and some of us having been witnesses of 
the confession of Mrs. Nobles, we have ac- 
tual knowledge not only of the crime itself, 
which constituted one of the foulest plots 
on the fair name and proud escutcheon of 
our state, but of the facts and circum- 
stances leading up to the commission 
thereof, proving most conclusively not only 
the total and absolute depravity of the 
murderers but that she was the arch con- 
spirator and chief participant in said crime, 
and that others concerned were only her 
servant tools, and 

‘“‘Whereag, safa murderess has been grant- 
ed the lawful trial guaranteed by our con- 
stitution, has had the service of able coun- 
sel and has been duly convicted and sen- 
tenced to death before a learned and up- 
right judge and a fair arid impartial jury, 
and there can be not the slightest doubt 
of her guilt or of the absence of all ex- 
tenuating circumstances calling for the 
slightest mercy, and 

“Whereas, public sentiment is such in this 

county and vicinity that if executive clem- 
ency is granted under such circumstances 
it would be difficult in the future to prevent 
red-handed murderers and violators of our 
laws from being arraigned before Judge 
Lynch, from whose decision there is no ap- 
peal, 
“Therefore, We, residents of Twiggs 
county and vicinity in mass convention as- 
sembled, in view of the facts set forth in 
the foregoing preamble which give us the 
most concern as peaceable and law-abid- 
ing citizen of this great commonwealth, do 
most solemnly, sincerely and earnestly pro- 
test against the extension in any form of 
executive clemency for this murderess pol- 
luted with the life blood of her husband, 
and do hereby declare our perfect confidende 
in our chief magistrate and our belief that 
he will not be swerved from the perform- 
ance of his sworn duty by a desire to 
cater to weak sentimentalism or transient 
public feeling unless inspired by a desire 
for equal justice and the sacred execution 
of our laws.”’ 

It was unanimously resolved that a copy 
of these resolutions be forwarded to the 
governor, The Constitution, The Macon 
Telegraph and The Jeffersonville Enter- 
prise. Hons. D. M. Hughes and 8S. W. 
Yopp made strong and impressive speeches 
which were received with much applause by 
the large assemblage. 


THE DAY IN ROME, 


The Deadlock Over a County Com- 
missioner Broken at Last. 


Rome, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)—At last 
the deadlock over the election of a suc- 
cessor to County Commissioner Clayton 
has been broken. For many weeks the 
four members of the board have been di- 
vided—two and two. Two were for Mr. G. 
B. Holder and two were for Mr. 8. Funk- 
houser, or some other good citizen of 
Rome. All of the present commissioners 
live outside of the city, and the grand jury 
recommended that a town man be given 
the place.

Fruit Growers Present Their Case and 
Make Charges, 


OH) WANT THE RATES COT DOWN 


Railroad Men Say They Cannot Hau! 
Peaches at Lower Charge. 


AN IMPORTANT ISSUE TO BE ADJUSTED 


Steamship Lines Agree Not To Cut Rates. 
Other Interesting News and Gos- 
sip of the Roads. 


Whether frult growers shall have a re- 
points on 
peaches or not is the question that is’ now 
before the interstate commerce commission, 
and which was up for a hearing before two 
members of the commission at the custom 
house yesterday. 

Commissioners William R. Morrison ana 
Judson C. Clements heard the case. 

The peach growers claim that the rates 
are too high and demand that the rail- 
roads sheuld be forced to lower the rates, 

The present rates are unreasonble and 
unjust, according to the charges of the 
men who own the orchards and ship the 
vast bulk of peaches to the eastern mar- 
kets from Georgia. 


When the case was brought before the 
Georgia state railroad commission several *‘

read the ruling at length. 
The State’s Witnesses. 

Then Hah. J. M. Terrell, attorney gen- 
eral of the state, tock the case in hand 
and precented the witnesses he intended 
to introduce for the state railroad commis- 
sion in the matter. 

The case is chiefly directed at the Cen- 
tral railroad, this being one of the leading 
initial lines in the fruit traffic of Georgia, 
but similar cases are made against nearly all 
the roads that enter southern ‘Georgia. 
Among them the Plant system, the At- 
lantic Coast Line and the Baltimore and 
Ohio are help up as liable to the charge 
that rests against the Central and the 
Mouthern and other roads leading out to- 
ward the east, but when the case was 
calied ycsterday mornirg Mr. Walter Chis- 
holm, attorney for the lines named, arose 
and stated that there was no traffic alli- 
ance between the Plant lines, the Atlantic 
Coast Line and the Baltimcre and Qhio, 
and for this reason he would ask for a dis- 
missal of the suit against these companies. 
The commissioners said they would g0 
chead with the cases against the Soutnern 
and Central ani take up the case of the 
Plant lines. the Coast Line. and the Bajti- 
rore and Ohio after these cases were dia- 
posed of, and if it was shown that no 
such alliance was in effect between these 
lines the case would be disposed of accord- 
ing to the trend of testimony. 

The counsels agreed to unite the cases of 
the Southern and the Central in the taking 
of tettimoi.y as the charges were exactly 
the same—that the rates on peaches to the 
east are too high and unjust. 

A Peach Grower on the Stand. 

The first witness introduced by the state 
after Commissioner Gunby Jordan had read 
the ruling of the Georgia commission was 
Mr. J. H. Hale, of Hartford, Conn., who is 
one of the leading peach growers interested 
in the Georgia orchards. He was a good 
witness and put his case plainly before 
the commission. He stated that he could

He was cross-questioned by the 
railroad lawyers to some advantage, losing 
a point or two for the cause of the fruit 
growers here and there by statements, 
which he acknowledged were gained by 
him through simple hearsay. One of these 
issues was when he said that the rates 
charged by the roads were such and such 
mud Mr. Ryan, attorney for the Southern, 
czlied him to answer how he made the 
tates what he said they were. He said the 
railroad men had admitted that such 
were the rates. Mr. Ryan asked him when 
they had admitted it. He said they ad- 
mitted it at the hearing recent- 
ly before the Georgia commission.

Through all the trénd a® their testimony 
it shone out plainly that they. believe that 
the rates are too high. They hold with 
the Georgia state commission that the rate 
to New York per car should be cut down 
from $175 to $130. 

The Railroads’ Side. 

The Central railroad introduced as wit- 
nesses in the afternoon Trainmaster Hall, 
of one division of the road; E. A. Ross, 
freight agent of the Southwestern, and 
B. C. Epperson, superintendent of the 
southwestern branch. 

They were introduced to show that the 
railroad has all it can bargain for to haul 
peaches to the New York market at the 
rate now allowed.

History of the Deed of the Property 
by Samuel Mitchell. 


——$————— 


As lg Appears in the State’s Petition—Of 
Great Interest to Atlanta~The 
Facts as They Are Set Forth. 


This question of the ownership of what 
is commonly regar-led as the present Cen- 
tral right of way will come up again be- 
fore the special convnission at the capitol 
icday. 

At. Monday’s hearing the statement of 
the case as made by the attorneys for the 
state and for the Central defined the is- 
sues yery clearly. The testimory that was 
taken was in the interest of the petitioner,. 
who in this case ig the state of Georgia. 

Yesterday ther: was no session on fic- 
count of the si*ting of the interstate com- 
merece commission. | 

Not only is the property involved dn 
this hearing very valuable, but the case 
is of special interest to the people of At- 
lanta because all that is at issue is right 
here in the heart of the city... . 

When the State Acquired Title. 

The state sets up that on the llth day 


“of July, 1842, Samuel Mitchell deedéd to 


‘the state, for the uses and purposes of 
“the Western and Atlantic railroad, the 
right of way over and upon land lot Ti, 
“comprising a road or tract of sufficient 
space and breadth to answer all the con- 
venient and necessary purposes of said road 
as should be designated by its civil en- 
gineer.”” By the same deed five acres of 
land was granted to the state for the 
terminals of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. This deed, however, was not re- 
corded untii October 11, 1849. 

In 1842, in pursuance of the terms of the . 
deed, C. F..M: Garnett, then chief en- 
gineer for the Western and. Atlantic rail- 
road, causéd the right of way to be lo- 
cated, his assistant, Fred C. Arms, doing 
the work. Mr, Arms prepared a map of 
the survey, accurately showing. the loca- 
tion and designation; but, although this 


_Map was retained for a number of years in 


the office of the chief engineer, it has long 
been lost or destroyed. 


Arms, who was then an engineer in the 
service of the Georgia Railroad and Bank- 
ingt Company, assisted \by Bodwell BE. 


Western-and Atlantic, made a resurvey of 
the state’s property in and right of way 
over land lot 77, this survey being made

“Mix a pcint on the northwest line .of 
the original state’s square (said line being 
coincident with the present southeast line 
of Pryor street) equidistant vetween Deca- 
fur and Alabama by measuring 270 feet 
frcm the corner of either Decatur or Ala- 
bamia. From that point project a right 
angle line northwesterly through said land 
lot, passing fifty feet. southwest of. the 
nogtheast abutment of Broad street bridge 
and continuing in a straight line to an 
intersection with the iine dividing land 
lcts 77 and 78 near Forsyth crossing. Lines 
drawn parallel with this center line on 
each side and fifty feet distant therefrom 
will show the true boundaries of said right 
of way.” 

The Central's Claim, 

The claim of the Macon and Western is 
based on a subsequent deed, or rather one 
branch of their claim is so based. The 
attorney for the state cets forth that its 
first terminus was what is kuown as the 


ly, without any claim of right, but purely 
by sufferance of the state, it caused its 
tracks to be extend«ed over the Western 
and Atlantic right of ‘way between For- 
syth and Whitehall streets, and that these 
tracks were used by the Macon and West- 
ern and by the Atlanta and West Point 
roads. The state claims that at the time 
the tracks were so extended the Macon and 
Western made no claim whatever of right 
so to do, but that the tracks were laid 
with full recognition of the state’s ex- 
clusive property in the right of way. 

After this, the Macon and Western re- 
ceived a conveyance from Samuel Mitchel! 
giving it, besides other property, a right 
of way over land lot 77 southwest of the 
right of way which had previously been 
granted to the state. This deed was dated 
April 24, 1846, and was recorded in Sep- 
tember of that year. 

How This Controversy Was Starteé. 

After the Macon and Western consoli- 
dated with the Central the Central con- 
tinued to use the tracks, and laid other 
additional tracks thereon. The erection of 
the small passenger shed at the Whitehall 
street corner, in 1891, is cited as having 
bearing on the case. 

The question of the ownership of this 
property in dispute was first brought up 
by the erection of this little depot and the 
assumption on the part of the Central to 
give to the East Tennessee the right to 
run its trains up to this point. 

The litigation which followed will be 
remembered. The Western and Atlantic 
Railway Company asked for a restraining 
order against this use by the East Ten- 
nessee of its right of way, and the state, 
as owner-of the property, became a party 
to the suit; but, before the return thereof, 
this suit was settled by the railroad com- 
panies upon terms which the state says 
it does not know. A year later the state 
filed a petition in the superior court to 
perpetuate the testimony of witnesses con- 
cerning this matter, and this petition was 
granted. A few months later the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company filed a 
similar petition for the perpetuation of 
testimony in ite behalf, and this, too, was 
granted. 

_ Claims It by Deed and Prescription. 
»It was in this petition to perpetuate tes- 
timony that the Central set up a claim of 
right and title to that portion of the right 
of way which it had been using.

WILL THE LAKE BE FILLED IN TIMED 


The Exposition OMecials Are Becoming 
_ Alarmed Overthe Slow Progress 
of the Work. 


All yesterday the gates of the exposition 
were closed, and those Who passed through 
into the grounds were’ first required to 
purchase a ticket, which was taken up at 
the gate. | 

The closing of the gates has had a very 
marked effect upon the attendance. For 
the past week or two the grounds have 
been crowded at all times of the day, and 
the decrease in the attendance yesterday 
was apparent. In the forenoon scarcely 
any one went out except those who had 
business at the grounds, and not until late 
in the afternoon did many go through the 
gates. 

It is probable that the attendance will 
gradually increase, as nearly every one 
in the city was at the grounds last Sun- 
day, and no one was. very curious yester- 
day to see what had been accomplished, 
as they had seen all that was to be seen on 
the day before. As the work progresses, 
and other buildings are finished and the 
exhibits are placed in position, the crowds 
will again go out in large numbers. Until 
then, however, the gatekeepers will have 
an easy time of it. 

There are two entrancés to the grounds 


that are being used by the crowds, and | 


these are located at the Wilson avenue 
gate and the old railroad entrance, in the 
rear of .the negro building. These are 
temporarily open, and in a few days the 
entrance at the foot of Jackson street will 
be opened and the gate in the rear of the 
negro building will be closed. For the 
present, these gates will be sufficient to 
Ma all who may desire admis- 
sion. : e 

The tickets that are being used for the 
present will be discarded just as soon as 
the issue.is worked off. They are printed, 
and will not compare at all with the tickets 
that will be lithographed for use during 
the exposition. The tickets will be real 
works of mechanical art, and will be good 
for date of sale only. This plan was adopt- 
ed at the world’s fair, and it was found 
to be a capital idea, as in case any of the 
tickets were stolen or lost, the date 
would expire before they would probably 
be used. The tickets will be sola only at 
the grounds, and. jit is not probable that 
the railroads will issue coupons for ad- 
mission attached to the regular trip tick- 
ets, as the matter has been discussed at 
length by the roads and they failed to 
adopt it. 

Many Men Are at Work. 

The exposition grounds present a busy 
scene, and the large force of hands at 
work upon the buildings, grounds and 
drives are accomplishing wonders. ~ The 
work has reached that stage of progress 
that makes it possible to see just what is 
accomplished each day. Every day counts 
now, and the contractors and workmen are 
cognizant of this fact. 

From now until the 18th of September 
no time will be lost, and the men will 
work day and night if it becomes neces- 
sary. The grounds are well lighted, and 
if the time is not sufficient in which to 
accomplish everything that will be neces- 
sary, the force will be doubled and a night 
set of hands will relieve the day laborers, 
and the work will be carried on without 
cessation. If the weather continues good, 
it is probable that it will not be necessary 
for the men to work at night. This may 
be the case in regard te the placing of 
the exhibits,as some of the displays may 
be delayed. The shipments are fast coming 
in, and just as soon as the buildings are 
finished the freignt will be unloaded at the 
doors of the various buildings. 

WII1L the Lake Be Filled? 

Clara meer, the pet scheme of the expo- 
sition diregtors and the object of much 
anticipation on the part of the public, is 
the cause of much disappointment. As yet, 
there is no lake—simply a large excavation 
with a few feet of water in the smaller 
nmeck near the electricity building. Two 
weeks ago last Friday-the water was cut 
off on account of the work that was being 
done on the electric fountaip, and since 
that time not a drop of water has been 
allowed to flow into the lake. 

The water was making good headway 
for the time that it was allowed to run, 
but it is noticeable that the water that 
Was put in the lake more than two weeks 
ago has fallen considerably. If the lake is 
filled by the time the gates are opened, the 
work must needs be carried on with more 
rush and more regularity than has been 
manifested in the past. The time is short, 
and it is apparent to all that there is 
danger'in delay. 

Mr, Wilkins, the chief of construction, 
under whose supervision the lake is being 
filled, is positive that the water will be 
turned on again in ample time to have the 
water reach the top of the banks. 

“Mr, Foster, of the electricity depart- 
ment,’ said Mr. Wilkins, ‘thas promised 
me that the work on the fountain will reach 
the highwater mark by Thursday, and 
that on that day we can again let the 
water run. I am afraid, however, that the 
work will not be completed by Thursday, 
and I will be satisfied if the water is turn- 
ed on by Sunday night. The lake will be 
filled, and I am _ positive beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that all will be in readi- 
ness by the time the gates open. We will 
run a four-inch stream during the day and 
at night three six-inch streams will be al- 
allowed to run. There is no doubt on earth 
that the water will be behind time, and I 
know whereof I speak.” 

The public is getting anxious in regard 
to the filling of the lake, and many have 
expressed themselves as believing that the 
lake would not be filled in time, 


The Intramural Line. 

The committee on the question of the 
intramural railway came up and the option 
of a New York firm on the matter having 
expired, the executive committee declined 
to extend the option. This pretty well set- 
tles it that there will be no tntramural rail- 
way. The sense of the committee seems 
to be against it, on account of the aum- 
erous grade crossings and because it is be- 
lieved that the buildings being compara- 
tivcly near cach other, the electric launches 


and gondolas will give sufficient facilities 
for quick transit.

Krom the governor's tall 
yesterday it appears that the measure to 
appropriate $l,ow for the exhibit actually 
took definite form in the last legislature, an 
amendment to the senate appropriation bill 
being passed by the house, but aying in the 
senate finance committee’s hands. The 
concurrent resolution indorsing the Atlanta 
affair and taking official cognizance of ~it 
was not idle wind jamming, as far as in- 
tent went. 

‘‘As soon as he had concluded his confer- 
ence with the governor yesterday, Commis- 
sioner Carter set about to try public senti- 
ment on the matter. From the best financig] 
and business circles he received. assurances 
of liberal contributions to the fund. He as- 
certained in his visits that representative 
business men felt as the board and as the 
governor feels in the matter; that the op- 
portunity of advertising Louisiana to the 
world thus afforded should not be lost. 

“As far as the mineral resources of the 
state are concerned they are in charge of 
the national government. It is only the 
agricultural that the state has to lcok after. 

“Commissioner Carter said last 1 ight that 
the governor was very enthusiastic over the 
matter.

The Arrest of the Forty-Nine Negroes 
Occurred in a Basement. 

The arrest of forty-nine negroes on De- 
catur street did not occur in the saloon of 
Mr. James lynch, as was stated through 
mistake yesterday, but near py, in a Lase- 
ment. The context of the article indicated 
this, but it is due Mr. Lynch to state that 
the dive has no connection with his place of 
business. 

The place where the negroes were arrest- 
ed is a basement, and it has given the police 
considerable trouble before, It was kept by 
Shell Haynes, The officers say that the 
place gave them lots of trouble and they de- 
cided to raid it. They did so, capturing for- 
ty-nine negroes, The negroes were all tried, 
convicted and given thirty days each in the 
stockade. 
two they are all in the stockade serving out 
their sentences, The place has flourished 
for quite a long while, and no one is more 
anxious than Mr. Lynch that the officcrs 
force the negroes wro frequent it to remain 
quiet, 

Mr. Lynch’s place has never given the offi- 
cers the slightest trouble and has no con- 
nection whatever with the place raided 
Monday morning. * 


HELD AS AN ACCESSORY. 


A Negro Bound Over for Complicity 
in the Killing of Edwards. 

Howell Kennerson, the negro who is 
charged with having loaned Arthur Young 
the pistol with which he shot and killed 
Thomas Edwards on Peters street Satur- 
day night, was arraigned before Acting 
Recorder Camp yesterday and bound over 
to jail as accessory to the murder of Ed- 
wards. Hts bond was placed at $500. 

The evidence against Kennerson was to 
the effect that he and otfer negroes knew 
of the intentién of Young to kill Edwards, 
and it is alleged that Kennerson furnished 
the pistol; but he strongly denies the al- 
legation. Arthur Young, Howell Kenner- 
son and several other negroes returned to 
the city together from a picnic Saturday 
right, and it is charged that while to- 
gether the negroes conspired to kill Ed- 
warcs that night, Young having threaten- 
edeto kill Edwards the night previous. 

An account of the arrest of Kennerson 
by the county police Was given in yester- 
day’s Constitution. He was arrested near 
Adamsville, in the lower part of the 
county, early Sunday morning and brought 
to the police station. It is said that he 
left the city ‘with the murderer Saturday 
wight, but the negro strongly denies uwny 
con. plicity in the crime, claiming that he 
krew nothing of it until some time after 
the murder, and that he has not seen 
Young since leaving him when the party 
of picnickers returned to the city Saturday 
night. 

Two other negroes arrested charged with 
being implicated in the murder were sent 
to the city stockade by Acting Recordcr 
Camp, the evidence against them being 
simply to the effect that they were dis- 
orderly on Peters street Saturday night. 
Ali of the negroes deny any part in the 
murder, 

Arthur Young, the murderer, is still at 
large, and is doubtless in some safe 1e- 
treat, a vigilant search having been made 
by the officers of the county for him. The 
officers have several clews as to thie 
whereabout of the murderer, and they 
will continue the search for him.

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Memorized Speeches. 

The Memphis Commercial-Appeal be- 
lieves that the decline in oratory is large- 
ly owing to the fact that our speakers, 
with few exceptions, no longer prepare 
and memorize their speeches. 

The great orators of former days, like 
Webster and Hayne, thought over their 
@peeches in advance, and practically 
composed them, even when they did not 
write them out, They memorized their 
most important efforts, and so trained 
their memories that it was easy for them 
to retain eight or ten thousand words 
in their minds. Moreover, the old-time 
speakers practiced their posesaand gest- 
ures, and left nothing undone to prepare 
them for great public occasions. 

The speakers of the present dayvaare 
too busy or too lazy to make proper 
preparation. They say whatever:is up- 
permost in their minds and revise the 
reports of their speeches. Generally, 
when an orator makes a brilliant hit it 
is because he has composed a speech and 
given it his best thought. 

Many orators who have come down 
in history as great extemporaneous 
speakers were in reality dependent upon 
the work of others. The,popular idea 
of Mirabeau is that he was always ready 
with an eloquent speech in any emer- 
gency. One of his biographers, how- 
ever, tells a very different story. The 
great Frenchmaa could not bear the 
drudgery of the pen, and he was not a 
ready speaker. He memorized the 
speeches written by his secretary and 
Yielivered them with great energy and 
power. If he had to reply to an op- 
ponent he always threw the assembly 
into confusion and forced an adjourn- 
ment, and thus gained time for his sec- 
retary to write a speech which he fired 
off the next day. Upon one occasion 
Mirabeau found that his employe was 
missing. The dissipations of Paris had 
tempted him away from his post. The. 
police searched eyery dive for him, and 
finally brought him in after midnight. 

The master was in a rage. He abused 
the drunken scribbler, and seizing him 
by the eoat collar pounded his head 
against the wall. Then, when the yie- 
tim was half sober, Mirabeau deluged 
him. with cold water, tied a wet towel 
about his head and forced him to sit 
down and write. The angry statesman 
literally pounded his ideas into the fellow 
with his fist and by daylight the speech 
was ready. It is needless to say that 
the tribune mastered it and delivered it 
with so much fire and force that it pro- 
duced a profound impression. 

Doubtless, if the truth were told, the 
fact would come out that all great ora- 
tors haye spoken memorized speeches. 


The Cabinet Idiot Again, 


The blue-ribboned idiot of the admin- 
istration has broken out in a new spot. 
We refer, of course, to the Hon. J. Ster- 
ling Morton, secretary of agriculture. 

His last exhibition is the announce- 
ment that the free coinage adyocates 
employed in his department will be paid 
their salaries in silver. He cannot reach 
them otherwise on account of the pfo- 
tection thrown around them ‘by the 
civil service, and being unable’ to dis- 
charge them he endeayors to make their 
Service as disagreeable as possible in 
every way in his power. 

The press dispatches of yesterday an- 
nounced that when one of the principal 
assistants of the agricultural depart- 
ment, who is an earnest advocate of 
free coinage, returns from his vacation 
he will be paid his salary in a lump sum 
in silver; and then the press dispatch 
referred to states: 

Secretary Morton is now anxiously 
awaiting the result. He Lelieves that the 
official in question will make an awful row 
about his payment in silver, but the sec- 
retary will insist that he cannot consist- 
ently object to coin payment in view of 

his repeated utterances 
white metal. The secretary says 
arguments having failed to convince his 
assistant that silyer as a circulating me- 
dium is not equal to gold, he has had re- 
course to the method of treatment used by

We commend it as a valuable contribu- 
tion to the argument in favor of the re- 
monetization of silver, and as a final an- 
swer to those who seek to disguise the 
true issue by making it appear that the 
bullion weight of silver makes it incon- 
venient for use as money. 

The silver certificate is just as con- 
venient as the gold certificate, or as a 
note of the Bank of England. It simply 
stands for the amount of silver it repre- 
sents, and means that it will be re- 
deemed, subject to call, in the silver cer- 
tified to on the face of the note. 

The “weight” argument is entirely 
irreleyant and has already been effectu- 
ally dismissed by the secretary of the 
interior. 


The Situation in Mississippi. 

The political situation in Mississippi, 
which has been developed by the efforts 
ef. some of the democrats of that state 
to force the people to indorse republican 
financtal doctrines, has had several sur- 
prises in store for those who haye been 
anxious to repudiate: democratic prin- 
ciples. 

In the first place, not a single eounty 

in the state has eleeted goldbug dele- 
gates to the democratic state convention. 
Not a single county in the state has been 
prevailed on to declare, through its 
democratic yoters, that it is in favor of 
repudiating democratic principles. 
In the second place, the goldbug can- 
didate for governor was compelled to 
withdraw from the race to ayoid the 
humiliation of having his home county 
repudiate the republican doctrine which 
he favored. 

In the third place, the home of Gov- 
ernor Stone, Tihomingo county, has re- 
pudiated the goldbug doctrines of its 
favorite son. Governor Stone is de- 
servediy popular in Mississippi and 
especially in his own county. He is a 
man of fine character, has an excellent 
xrecordsas a soldier, and has achieved 
both social and political distinetion in 
thé state: He went to Iuka in the early 
sixties and has risen from the position 
of depot agent to be governor of a great 
state. Until he surrendered to the 
blandishments of the Cleveland gold- 
bugs he had the confidence of every 
democratie voter in Mississippi. He 
may have the -confidence of the voters 
now, but he falls very far short of their 
approval. The action of the Tishomingo 
democrats must have been a great sur 
prise to Governor Stone, who had given 
Mr. Cleveland to understand that the 
single gold standard would be indorsed 
by the democrats: of that state. In 
Tishomingo, the home of Governor Stone, 
the democrats met and RBdopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: * 

We have beheld our industries paralyzed, 
Our,every enterprise embarrassed. We have 
seen as a result of this crime thousands of 
honest laboring men thrown out of em- 
ployment and roaming from place to place 
begging bread that they might allay the 
pangs of hunger. | 

We have witnessed more distress, more 
bloody riots, more bitter despair and more 
hopeless want among the wage earners 
of this country in the short period of twen- 
ty years of demonetization of silver than 
in all the previous history of the republic. 

We demand the restoration of the free 
and unlimit®@d coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the 
action or consent of any other nation. 

We demand the unrestricted coinage of 
both silver and gold at this ratio without 
discrimination against either metal, and 
that this be recognized as the financial 
policy of this vernment, and that both 
metals be declared by law full legal ten- 


der:in payment of all debts, both public 
and private. 


This is pretty warm talk to come to a 
man’s ears from his own home people, 
but Governor Stone may draw consola- 
tion ont of the faet that he will not be 
the last or the least conspicuous of 
southern public men to be taken to task 
by their constituents. 

The democrats of Mississippi stand by 
the party and are in favor of democratic 
principles. They are for the restoration 
of silver to its place as a money metal 
and as the unit of value and account.

Sir Ira married 
a Swedish baroness, and died in Eng- | 
land in 1867. 
Queen Victoria recently gaye the Vic- 
toria cross to a black corporal in one of 
the West India regiments to reward his 
gallant conduct. She bas also knighted 
a negro named Burke, who a few years 
ago was attorney general of the island 
of Jamaica. 
the queen is Conrad Reeyes, the lord 
chief justice of Trinidad in the West 
Indies. Sir Samuel Lewis, of Sierra 
Leone, is another negro who has been 
granted a title by Victoria. He is a 
lawyer Of fine abjlity, and sometime ago 
declined an offer of $50,000 a year to 
move to London. 
The list could be extended, but the in- 
stances here given show that the highest 
circles. in Europe, and especially. in 
Engiand, are apparently color blind, 
But America is in no hurry to adopt 
the opinions and customs of the strange 
nations over the sea. 


A Literary Snob. 
It is to be feared that Queen Victoria’s 
recent distribution of titles to literary 
men has encouraged some of the guild 
to hope for similar honors in the near 
future, and has cansed them to depart 
from the sturdy independence which 
should eharacterize the dwellers in the 
republic of letters. 
Jerome K, Jerome is one of the most 
notable offenders in this regard. Like 
many middle class Englishmen, he loves 
a title, and the distant prospect of 
knighthood bas made him the bitter ene- 
my of democratic ideas. In a late issue 
of his magazine he says: * 


Democracy is an idle folly and no one 
but an uneducated fool can believe in it. 
Ten thousand idiots cannot teach one child 
the wisdom of democracy. It has been 
given its chance, and its value has en 
proved. It grew up as a weed from the 
world’s highway, in the early. morning of 
history, to be trampled under foot with a 
laugh as the pioneers of the human race 
pushed their slow way across the Ural 
mountains. 

It wags reared again in Greece and Rome, 
to be mowed down by the sword, It had 
its opportunity in France a hupdred years 
ago, and it was swept away. it was set 
up to be wo¥Fshiped in America, and today 
America worships the almighty dollar. The 
almighty dollar tyrannizes oyer her with a 
rod of gold such as no people in the old 
monarchial days would have tolerated. 
Democraty has not even the vitality to per- 
petuate its own species. Its child is inva- 
riably a despotism. Julius Caesar, Oliver 
Cromwell and Napoleon each sprang from 
the womb of democracy. 

This language from a man who was 
once a dry goods clerk, and who is now 
a toiler in the field of literature is sure 
to receive an unfavorable construction. 
People will suspect that it is a bid for 
royal favor, and it is likely that they are 
not far wrong. 

Such snobbish subserviency to the 
ideas of the ruling. class should not be 
rewarded. Mr. Jerome is a democratic 
dry goods elerk was far worthier of 
respect than he is now as a seribbler 
who defames the people in the hope that 
he will one day be halled as Sir Jerome 
K. Jerome.

If the overwhelming majority of,peo- 
ple are naturally good and inelined to 
do right, a general literary and scientific 
education will benefit them and the 
world at large; but, if the masses are 
naturally prone to evil, it goes without 
saying that such an education will only, 
increase their power for evil.. Unques- 
tionably, we need more moral education. 
It should go before and also accompany 
a literary education. 

Until we have a moral and god- fearing 
people the kind of instruefion given in 
our schools will turn out a dangerous 
army of criminals every year. Of course, 
these people would be criminals if they 
remained uneducated, but they would 
not be so well equipped for their busi- 
ness. That is the point.

“When I knocked the old man down J 
vent in my house and told my family good- 
by, and I have not seen them since. [ 
intended to go to Marietta and give myself 
up to Sheriff Davenport, but before I got 
to town I met some friends, who adyised 
me to stay away for about six months 
until things got quiet and then return and 
g:ve myself up, I staid in the woods until 
night and was told t the old man Was 
dead. The next day, which was Sunday, 
I was in the woods some distance from 
my house and I saw the sheriff and his 
aeputies pass along. the road going to the 
inguest. They saw me by the side of the 
road, but did not know me. After that I 
started out and walked the big roads 
through Douglas and Carroll counties into 
Haraison county. I didn’t hide out, but 
went along the roads where everybody 
goes. I passed through Douglasville in the 
daytime and went on to Isaac Ware's 
house, in Douglas county. I stopped there 
a while and then went to Cage Mullin’s 
house, alsc in Douglag county. When 4d 
left there I went to Buck Cockran’s house 
and from there to I. 8. Turner's. I staid 
at my brother-in-law’s two days and then 
went to John Tomlinson’s, where I have 
been ever since except when he sent me to 
his sen’s for a week.’ 

Was Sorry He Killed Pitts. 

Eaton said that he expected to be able to 
prove that he had always been a quiet and 
peaceable tnan and that he was obliged to 
protect himself and property, He talked of 
the murder in an indifferent and clear man- 
ner and described every detail of it as if it 
occurrec yosterday. He said that he was 
serry that he killed old man Pitts, but 
that he had to do it to protect himself. 

Eaton will be taker to Marietta on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad at 8:05 o'clock 
and there turned over to Sheriff Davenport 
and lodged in jail to await trial for his 
crime.

CAP JOYNER ON INSURANCE. 


He Says the Falling Off in Insurance 
Receipts Is Not Se Great. 

Chief Joyner. of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment, has a word to say in regard to some 
statements that have been published to 
the effect that there has been a falling off 
in the amount of premiums paid to the 
insurance companies doing business in At- 
lanta. ' 

In some of the insurance papers it has 
been stated that the insurance receipts for 
this year and the past six months of last 
year have been short over other years 
abeut $50,000. This, Cap Joyner says, is a 
mistake, and the amount of insurance re- 
ceipts is about $275,900. 

The losses experienced by the companies 
represented in Atlanta have heen very 
slight when compared with the losses they 
have suffered in 6thér cities and the figures 
make a wonderful showing, Atlanta has 
been most fortunate, and all the. insurance 
companies have been wnabled to carry the 
insurance with a smal] percentage of losses 
when comparei with other cities. Cap 
Jcyner states that the réports that have 
béen published in the papers of the insur- 
ance world are incorrect when they say 
that Atlanta has fallen off in the amount 
of premiums that have been paid. 

The record that has been made by the 
Atlanta department for the past ten vears 
has been ost remarkable and during that 
period of time the average fire losses will 


of a total nuraber of 1,929 fires cnly $851,497 
insurance has been paid by the companies 
doing business in Atlanta, and the city 
has been remarkably blessed in not having 
large fires and suffering the big losses that 
other cities have received. 

The Atlanta fire department, under the 
management of Chief Joyner, has estab- 
lished for itself a record that epnnot be 
equaled by any department in a city the 
size of Atlanta. It is remarkable, indeed, 
to what degree of efficiency ihe depart- 
ment has attained, and many eities not 
half as large as Atlanta have suffered 
twice the amount of losses. Chief Joyner 
will be doubly vigilant during the exposi- 
tion and has made antple arrangements 
for the protection of the city against fire.

A WIFE'S BURNING SCORN AND HATE. 


Informed Her Husband That She Loved 
Avotbher Before Her Marriage and Still ) 
Did—Says She Cowbided Zim,

The picture of a beautiful bride angrily | 
denouneing an amazed husband who cow- 
ered under a cowhide lifted above his head, 
was drawn yesterday in a petition for di- 
vorce filed in the superior court, praying 
that Hugh T. Brown, a well-known young 
man and bookkeeper for the Standard Oil 
Company, be allowed to legally separate 
from his wife, Maud P. Brown. 

In this dry court document is related a 
Story ultra-sensational in every respect, 
telling of a man’s fond love, a husband’s * 
abiding @evotion and a wife’s withering scorn 
For she loved another—this wife—the hus- 
band claims, but the-identity of the “tertium 
quid” is not revealed in the petition for di- 
vorce and only the pathetic fact is stated, 
“that shortly after marriage the wife told | 
him frankly that she did not love him and 
could not, and that her heart was in the 
keeping of another whom she loved be- 
fore marriage.”’ 

The promjnence of the parties concerned 
makes this case of more than usual inter- 
est. Mr. Brown is a young man of spicndid 
integrity and comes from a family well 
known. As a business man he is highly 
thought of and his position is one of trust 
and honor. 

On April l4th, last, he was married to 
Miss Maud Pharr, who was a belle in her 
locality and pronounced by all to be a 
woman of attraction and beauty. Mr. 
Brown loved her, This is stated in the suit 
for divorce filed yesterday. In this petition 
he states that so far as he was concerned. 
it was a love match. There is a tone of 
bitter regret throughout this paper that 
tells of the fond love he is alleged to have 
borne for his bride. 

It was a great shock to him when the 
learned from the lips of the woman he had 
made his wife that she did not tove aim, 
that she hed never loved him, that she 
could not love him and that she had given 
her affections to another man whom she 
had loved in the days before hcr marriage, 
Thus the petition avers. 

Still greater was the shock when inetead 
of the cold indifference came a see ning 
hatred, when she began to mock him and 
taunt him in the most unkind manner. 
This, the petition says, was done both in 
private and in pyblic. In his petition Mr. 
Brown does not state whether he resented 
this and rose up in indignation, The petition 
passes oyer all these details, but from its 
tone it is impHed that there was no decided 
resentment on his part. 

Outraged His AMfections, 

The petition is emphatic. Continuing it 
Says:’ . 

“In other ways she has been cruel and 
unkind to him, speaking crossly and harsh- 
ly, wounding his feelings and outraging 
his affections both in private and in 
public.”’ 

In this paper the places in public where 
his affections were outraged and where his 
feelings were wounded are not stated. 

Left Him Lorn and Sad. 

The separation, .or rather the desertion, 
according to the suit, came on June 12th. 

Tien Mr. Brown states in this paper 
that she abandoned him. Of the final 
cause of this abandonment there is no 
mention, Whether she charged that he 
was not kind and true or whether in bold 
defiance to ail of hig wishes she silentiy 
stole away, there is no mention, but the 
baid fact that on June 12th she deserted 
him and after that refused to submit to 
his authority is stated emphatically. It 
also calls attention to the fact that Mr. 
Brown's grief was great. 

Came with a Cowhide. . 

What the animus was that led Mrs. 
‘Brown to thus pursue her‘husband will be 
stated when the suit is brought up in the 
superior court. Why she scorned him, if 
this was done; why she cruelly reviled him; 
if this was done; why she left him and re- 
fused o submit to his authority—all of 
these causes will be stated during regular 
session of court. 

The last paragraph of this interesting 
papér closes in a thrilling climax.

One 
may not buy as mueh as the other, but 
its soundness will not be affected by its 
measure of value any more than the sound- 
ness of cotton or wheat has been affected 
‘by the price. 

“The controversy does not involve any 
moral qtestion, and, so far as I am con- 
cerned, having more money due me than 
I owe, I have nothing to gain by any reduc- 
tion in the ue of what will be received 
in payment. am firmly convinced, how- 
ever, that our money is worth too much 
when measured by what it will buy and 
wan, 2 takes to buy it. 

e unlimited coinage of silver yours 
be attended with grave consequences, for ‘a 
time at least. Would it not be hetter to 
make gold and silver each legal tender for 
one-half of all debts, public and private. 
and iimit the coinage of silver to a thou- 
sand millions of dollars. the treasury buy- 
ing the silver at its bullion value. This is 
not a recommendation, but a suggestion, 
whieh is earnestly commended to the advo- 
cates of the gold standard... They must 
either compromise, or we shall, from pres- 
ent indications, have unlimited silver coin- 
age.

ed, is not dead. For a week the detective 

force and the newspapers, assisted by a * 

man sent on from Nebraska by the hus- 

band, have been seeking some clew to the 
place of death and burial and the mys- 
terious ‘“‘Brown,’’ but without success. 

It was discovered yesterday that Mrs. 
Gardner, ‘instead of stopping in South 
Boston Gurfing the donvention, as she 
wrote heg husband in her first letter, stop- 
ped in Cambridge under an assumed name, 
She traveled under the name of Dorony 
‘Mansfield and was known by no other 
name during her stay. in Boston. Every- 
thing now points to a del‘berate plan on 
the part of the woman from the time 
she reached Boston to abandon her hus- 
band and three children and to begin 
life anew under a new name. This is the 
more peculiar because her domestic life was 
supposed to be especially happy. Her hus- 
band is quite well to do and both are 
devout Christians. 

Mrs. Gardner brought with her. from 
the west a heavy valise. This valise led 
to the present developments, for soon 
after her arrival in Boston Mrs. Gardner 
bought a small trunk an@ gave the valise 
to the housekeeper with instructions to 
burn it. Attracted by the press reports, 
the housekeeper produced the valise, which 
is now fully identified. With the trunk 
to accommotiate her belongings Mrs. Gard- 
ner then applied at a well-known teachers’ 
agency for a position. She selected one 
of the places which was open and made 
her arrangements to leave at once for that 
place, which was in a Connecticut city, She 
then appears to have written the pathetic 
letter to her husband, telling him that she 
was very ill and commending him and 
the children to the care of God. The next 
day she appears to have gone to a clerk 
in a stationery store and had him to 
write a letter signing “‘M. ‘Brown,”’ telling 


‘about the death and burial of Mrs. Gard- 


ner. With her famfly thus disposed of | 
forever, as She supposed, Mrs. Gardner 
sold her return tick@t to Nebraska to a 
scalper, bought a ticket and had her trunk 
checked at the New York and New Eng- 
land depot and dropped out of sight for 
the time being.

‘Lhe statement of Juryman 
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| He Addresses a Pro-Armenian Meeting 


at Chester. ,. 

London, August 6.—A pro-Armenian meet- 
ing, presided over by the duke of ,Westmin- 
ster, was held at Chester this afternoon. 
‘Mr. Gladstone was present and upon en- 
tering the hall was received with great en- 
thusiasm. In addressing the meeting, Mr. 
Gladstone said he had attended rather to 
meet the expectation that he would be 
present than because he had any tmportant 
contribution to make to the discussion of 
the subject under consideration. The ques- 
tion before the meeting, he said, was not 
@ party questior; neither was it strictly a 
religious question, although the sufferers 
on whese behalf the meeting was called 
were Christians. The evil arose from the 
fact that the sufferers were under an in- 
tolerably bad government—one of the worst, 
in fact, that. ever existed. A resolution 
would be proposed presenting with justice 


“and firmness the true views of the matter. 


He was giad to learn that the sentiment 
on the Armenian question in 
America was even stronger than 
in this country. When he spoke 
upon the subject six months ago he 
advised his hearers to avvid forming a4 
premature judgment, but evidence was now 
forthcoming which showed that unspeaka- 
ble crimes were committed in Armenia day 
after day which were far beyorid the out- 
rages in Sassoun in horror. The acts of vio- 
lence, Mr. Gladstone declared, may be 
truthfully summed ug in the following 
awful words: ‘Plunder, murder, rape ana 
torture.”” The government at Constantino- 
ple and its agents were, he asserted, re- 
sponsible for the crimes, and it was nec- 
essary that the responsibility for their 
acts should be brought home to them. 

Mr. Gladstene continued that as Atmerica 
had no political interest in the Levant her 
witnesses were doubly entitled to credit. 

The treaty of 1856, he said, gave the pow- 
ers the right to march into Armenia and 
take the governmeyt of tae country out 
of the hards of Turkey, and under the 
treaty of 1878 the suitan was bound to 
carry out reforms. ‘The ex-premier made 
three proposals—tirst, that the aemands 
of the powers should be wnoderate; second, 
that no promises of the Turkish authori- 
ties should be accepted, and, tbird, that 
the powers should not tear the word “co- 
ercion,”’ 

“We have reached a critical position,” 
suid Mr. Gladstone in conclusion, “‘and the 
honor of the powers is pledged to the insti- 
tusion of reforms in Armenia.” 

A resolution was then proposed express- 
ing the conviction thit the government 
would have the support of the entire na- 
tien in any measures it might sedopt to 
secure in Armenia reforms guaranteeing 
to the inhabitants safety to life, honor, 
religion and property; and that no reforms 
can be effected which are not placed un- 
der the continuous*control of the great 
powers ef Europe. The resolution was sec- 
onded by the Rev. Canon Malcolm MacColl 
and was adopted. 

A letter from Lord Salisbury, the prime 
minister, was read acknowledzing the dona- 
tion by the duke of Westminster of £1,000 
to the Armenian felief fund and giving Sir 
Philip Wodehouse Carrie, the 3ritish am- 
bassador at Constantinople, full discretion 
as to how it shall be distributed. 

Comnirent on Gladstone's Speegh. 

The Daily News, referring to the Arme- 
nian question, says: 

“If Turkey is to be coerced, as she must 
be, the six signatory powers will have to 
be consulted. Their response can hardly 
be doubtful.”’ 

The Morning Post says that it fears Mr. 


‘Gladstone’s speech at Chester will prove 


dangérously mischitvous. His extravagant 
criticism and wild words, says The Post, 
may kindle a civil war in the Sultan’s 
domjnions. They may spread into a Euro- 
pean conflagration and England, wit? her 
millions of Mohammedan subjects in India, 
may be threatened with a renewal of the 
horrors of the Sepoy mutiny. of 1857. 

The Standard says: ‘Broadly speaking, 
Mr. Gladstone gave expression to the gen- 
eral convictions of his countrymen. But it 
is not premature to sound a note of warn- 
ing against well-meant exaggerations. Fa- 
natical distortions of a healthy impulse, 
unless sympathy be directed by prudence, 
may do more hanm than.good. Peremptory 
instructions from Ceo ga a persons, 
however eminent, cannot help and may 
greatly hinder the government in an ar- 
duous and delicate task.’’ 

The Times commends Mr. Gladatone’s 
prudence and moderation in dealing with 
the political part of the Armenian question 
and says: “He carefully abstained from say- 
ing anything that might hamper the gov- 
ernment, nor did he advocate autonomy, 
which would not be an effective. guarantee 
for the security of the Armeniams and 
would not be approved by Russia. To talk 
of coercion may be imprudent. It is, any- 
how, premature; but some control of the 
administration of the provinces: where re- 
forms are to be effected is absolutely es- 
sential to real improvement.’’ 

All the papers comment on Mr. Glad- 
stone’s astounding vigor and the brilliancy 
of his oration. 


PETITION AGAINST THE MONKS. 


Catliolics Say the Monks’ Brewery Is 
a Disgrace to the Charch. 
Pittsburg, Pa., August 6.-.A petition 
against the sale of beer by the Benedictine 
mionks at St. Vincent’s abbey, near La- 
trobe, was today sent to Monsignor Satolli, 
the apostolic delegate in Washington, by 
some priests of the Pittsburg Catholic dio- 
cese. It recites the belief of the petitioners 
that the sale of beer by the Benedictine 
brothers is an unbecoming business and, 
that it has worked great scandal to the 
Catholic church of the diocese and the 
whole of the state, The revenues derived 
by the monks each year from the sale of 
their product is over $0,000. It is known 
as St. Vincent’s beer and 1» sold to a few 
select customers. The product is made as 
pure as beer can be made, but the temper- 

ance Catholics want its sale stopped.

There Is $13,000 in Bank to the Credit 
of the Fund, 


Richmond, Va., August 6.—The committee 
appointed by the Grand Camp of Confeder- 
ate Veterans of Virginia to help raise funds 
for the Jefferson Davis monument held its 
first meeting here tonight. President Elli- 
eon made an encouraging statement of 
what has already been accomplished by 
the monument association and after an 
interchange of views Colonel Marshall, of 
Portsmouth, offered a resolution which 
was adopted, requesting Chairman Henry 
T, Jones to communicate with all the 
camps in the state and ascertain at what 
time it will suit them to receive a repre- 
sentative of the committee.

Dow, Jones News Co., by private wire to 
J. Cc. Knox, manager: There was selling 
Monday of quite a large account in South- 
ern railway preferred, which has so far 
been so much disappointed that the stock 
has not gone up more, but some large buy- 
ers say there is a great supply of it every 
little way up from people who get it under 
the reorganization plan. The company’s 
earnings are showing up well and this pre- 
vents selling of recent purchases. 

There is little doubt that Mr. White and 
other large traders are bullish on Sugar 
and are working for materially higher 
prices. The rush times in the Sugar trade 
should begin the last of this month and 
last well through October. This season is 
the busiest for sugar refiners, and a large 
part of the year's profits are made in this 
two and a half months.

Contest of the Yachts at Newport Yes- 
terday. 

Newport, R. I., August 6.—The fleet of 
the New York Yacht Club today contested 
for_the eight Drexel cups—four for schoon- 
ers and four for sloops. The chief interest 
abroad was centered in the big sloops, but 
between them it was only a match race for 
Defender and Vigilant. The Volunteer did 
not start, and the Jubilee had trouble with 
her gaff at the starting and was never in 
the race. The Defender walked away from 
the Vigilant from the beginning, getting 
the best of the start. The course was a 
triangular one of twenty-one miles to be 
covered twice, making a total run of forty- 
two miles. The regatta committee, how-' 
ever, had the privilege of. calling the 
race after the course was once covered; 
if they found sufficient reason for do- 
ing so. Defender beat Vigilant six min- 
utes and ten seconds, winnirg the Drexel 
cup. Owing to fog, the yachts were sent 
only once around the course. The ‘bag 
sloops were timed at the first mark thus; 

Defender, 12:36:50; Vigilant, 12:23:00. 

At the finish: Defender, 2:10:13; Vigilant, 
2:17:14. 

At the start the Defender was half a 
minute ahead of the Vigilant. At the first 
turn she led by six minutes and ten sec- 
onds, at the second turn by seven minutes 
and twenty seconds, and lost five seconds 
on the run home, the Vigilant using a@ spin- 
naker, while the Defender did not.

Britannia Sails Alone. 

Cowes, August 6.—Five yachts were ex- 
pected to start today* in the race for her 
majesty’s cup over the Old Queen’s course, 
starting from off the castle, round the Bul- 
lock Patch buoy, outside the Nab lightship, 
thence around the Lymington Spit;« buoy 
and back to Cowes, fifty miles. They were 
the Britannia, Hester, Carina, Meteor, be- 
longing to Emperor William, and Verena, 
all of which belong to the royal yacht 
squadron. The race, however, resulted. in 
a fizzle, the weather apparently frighten- 
ing all the yachts entered for the contest, 
except the Britannia, which started at 10 
o'clock to sail over the course alone: The 
wind was strong from the south. 

Various reasons are given in explanation 
of the collapse of the race. There was too 
much wind and the sea was too heavy for 
some of the boats, but the probable reason 
for the Carina’s failure to start was the 
fact that the time allowance given her by 
the Britannia has been reduced, she being 
alfwed this year forty-three minutes, 
whereas her allowance last year was forty- 
five minutes. 

Emperor William was on board the Me- 
teor before time for the racers to get away 
and the yacht had her mainsail in readi- 
‘ness to Start, but no other sail was spread, 
and the Britannia was the only one of the 
big raters to _CTOSS the line.

Together ina Few Days—The Mat- 
ter in Doubt.

Those three committees of the general 
council—the police, the tax and the ordli- 
nance—to which all petitions relative to an 
extension of hours for saloon traffic were 
referred will have an informal talk dne day 
this week. . 

By a custom which tas been in yoguc 
about the city hall: for years; Mr. Camp 
will become chairman of the joint session. 
He is entitled to that position by virthe of 
the fact that he is chairman of the first 


committee ramed in the reference, besides 
which the papers would all go to his com- 
mittee, the police, if they were presented 
and referréd to any one ccmmittee of. the 
body. 

So far Mr. Camp has not decided upon any-~ 
line of action, but for one, he ds ready to 
get to work at any time. When asked 
about the matter yesterday, he said: 

“I Lave not given the matter enough 
thought yet to say anything. I see no ne- 
cessity for an early meeting of the com- 
mittees but am ready to call one at any 
time if I am to act as thé chairman, or I 
am réadv to attend one at any time a call 
J/may be made for one by a member who is 
authorized to act as cheirman.” 

“Then you have no idea when there will 
be a meeting?’ 

“None whatever, However, there may be 
within a few days an informal gathering of 
some of the members of the committee, may- 
be all of them, for the purpose of defining 
a line of work when we do meet. It is 
more than likely that there will be many 
at the meeting who will want to talk and 
that both sides of the question will have 
more than one speaker who will take a long 
time to say what he has to say. That be- 
ing the case, I think it would be a good 
idea to have the members of the committee 
come together and arrange some line of 
work for the meeting. 

“I do not know, of course, how many 
persons will come before the joint session 
for talks, but for one I am in favor of 
letting every one who wants to speak do, 
so. For one, I want all the information on 
the subject I can get.’’ 

It is stated around the city hall that 
Mayor King will attend the meetings and 
mayvoe in tne shaps3 of an active worker. 
If he does, it is more than likely that he 
will be in the chair and that it will be he 
who makes the ruling rather than any mem- 
ber of the committee.
